THE CARRYING OF TROOPS, 


Railroads Win a Case Which Has 
Been Contested by Government. 
More than $100,000 worth of claims 
against the government for the trans­ 
portation of troops and marines are 
dependent on the 
decision 
which 
JudgeGrosseup handed down recently 
in Chicago. 
The court held tha t the 
government could not claim the priv­ 
ilege of party rates in tl e transporta­ 
tion of troops and marines, and that 
the land grant deductions could not 
he applied after the party rate had 
b een applied. 
The matter has b een 
In dispute b etween the government 
and the railroads ever since 1« » 8. 
Western roads grant reduced rates 
to parties of ten or more when travel 
ing as theatrical, footb all, b aseb all or 
entertainment parties, b ut the rates 
are not open to the pub lic as they are 
in eastern territory. 
In every move­ 
ment of troops and marines the gov 
eminent lias insisted on applying the 
party rates and then deducting the 
usual land grant and b ond aids Many 
of the roads refuse to accept payment 
on this b asis, and the Northwestern, 
Illinois Cent ral and St. Paul railroads 
iinally b rought suit against the gov­ 
ernment 
on 
a 
lest claim. 
Judge 
Kohlsaat decided in favor of the rail­ 
roads, and on appeal to t lie higher 
court lias sustained him.

Official Sees Eig ht Trains Pass a D ark­ 
ened Semaphore. 
W ithout noticing that the lig ht in 
the semaphore above the station of 
the Chicag o and Northwestern rail­ 
road at Mayfair was not burning , 
eig ht train crews passed the dang er 
sig nal while a hig h official secretly 
marked down tie* numbers 
of the 
trains. 
Eig ht conductors, eig ht fire­ 
men and eig ht eng ineers are now on 
an enforced vacation of sixty days. 
The remarkable t* i was sug g ested 
by the wreck th a t occurred on the 
Pere Marquette ra le a d near Grand 
Rapids, Mich., on Dec. 2b, and by a 
d—ureof the company to throw the 
utm ost -ainly pr<*< rations about its 
patrobs. 
Shortly before 7 o’clock last Satur­ 
day evening an official of the North­ 
western road appeared at the station 
in Mayfair. 
The office was in charg e 
of the nig ht teleg raph operator. 
“ I have exting uished the lig ht in 
the semaphore and I want the num ­ 
bers of the trains that pass without 
the crews coming into the office to 
report it,” said the official. 
“ Who are youV’ demanded the op­ 
erator. 
A card convinced the operator th a t 
it was an order he had better obey 
without further question. 
Then the

stove where he could not be seen from 
tfie window. 
According to the rules of the com­

The

not only by the eng ineer and fireman, 
but also by the conductor. 
The fact 
th a t the lig ht, was not burning , if 
noticed!would l» ring any train, even 
with any orders previously g iven, to a 
standstill and the conductor would 
not g ive the order to g o ahead until 
the train dispatcher had g iven a new 
release. 
While the test was g oing on, trains 
ran by the station without any h alt­ 
in'.
